Federal Judge Places 
- Community on Its 
Honor to Resume In- 
tegration in Its High 
Schools.

FORT SMITH, Ark., Sept. 
20—The community of Van 
Buren, Ark., was placed on its 
honor yesterday to resume in- 
tegration in its high school. 

United States District Judge 
John E, Miller of the western 
district of Arkansas denied 
the petition of Negro students 
and their parents for an in- 
junction against the Van Bu- 
ren School Board... But he re- 
tained jurisdiction ‘of the case 
indefinitely. 

“I think the case should be 
held over to protect the rights 
of the children,” Judge Miller 
said. He added: “I have sre 
dence in the board’s good 
judgment and ability to endie 
the situation.” 

The court also advised the 
board and Emmett Kelley, su- 
perintendent of schools, that 
they had “ample authority to 
control the action of students 
off the campus.” 

Return Is Indicated. 

Attorneys indicated that 13 
Negro students will return to 
the high school Monday. Prac- 
tically none of them has at- 
tended school since a white 
demonstration outside the 
school grounds Sept. 2. 

The judge’s action—in effect 
making the community the 
ward of the court—came after 
Kelley testified: 

“The school doors are open. 


. If they (the Negroes) don’t at- 


tend, it’s because they have 
fear within themselves.” 

Kelley said that the roughing 
up of one Negro student, Fred- 
die E. Bell, had occurred off 
the campus, and that white 
student demonstrators had re- 
mained largely on private 
property. He said the Van 
Buren police chief and the 
mayor told him they had no 
right to interfere with “peace- 
able assembly on private prop- 
erty.” 


Kelley sai@ he had briefly 


_ expelled 78 white students for 


their part in the demonstra- 
tion. He said he would take 
more drastic action if there 
were any recurrences. 

Van Buren High has 600 stu- 
dents. The city has a popula- 
tion of about 7000. Last year 
24 Negroes attended school 
there without incident. 


14 Negroes Enrolled. 


This year’s. uproar came on 
the first day of the term. Four- 
teen Negroes were enrolled in 
the high school, but one has 
since transferred to Conway, 
Ark. Five Negroes also with- 
drew from the junior high 
school but are PER on to re- 
turn. 

The injunction suit was 
filed on behalf of seven stu- 
dents against Kelley and J. J. 
Izzard, president of the Van 
Buren school district. 

‘The Bell boy’s grandmother, 
Mrs. Georgia Bell, testified that 
he was grabbed and she was 
crowded off a road as they 
Walked toward the school: en- 
trance. There were no serious 
injuries claimed. This was the 
lone incident approaching vi- 
olence. 

Judge Miller advised Kelley 
and Izzard that it was the 
board’s duty “to enforce dis- 
cipline on the way to and from 
school” as well as on school 
property. He added: “People 
do not have a right, no matter 
how peaceably they may as- 
semble originally, to deprive 
other persons of their rights.” 

The plaintiffs may return to 
court if they have any further 
grievances. .The case follows 
similar rulings at Hoxie, Ark., 
and Clinton, Tenn.

65 White Students Pe- 
tition for Classes — 
More Than 200 
Transfers Reported. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Sept. 
20 (AP) — A television station 
scheduled an educational broad- 
cast today for students enrolled 
at Little Rock’s closed-down 
high schools. Some white pupils 
were calling for regular classes, 
even on an integrated basis. 

Tension was high over the 
school closing, ordered by Gov. 


Central High School, 

More than 200 students have 
transferred out of Central, Hall 
High and Tech High. Only Hor- 
ace Mann High School for 
Negroes has had no with- 
drawals. 

At all-white Hall, 130 stu- 
dents—more than one-sixth of 
the 731-member student body— 
had pulled out as of yesterday. 
Central had 80 transfers this 
week and Tech had one. 

Sixty-five Hall students met 
at a church yesterday and 
adopted a resolution pleading 
for the reopening of their 

school as a public school im- 
mediately. 

Copies to Officials. 

The resolution said they 
feared education would suffer 
if Hall remained closed and 
urged that classes be resumed 

“even if, upon reopening, qual- 
ified Negro students of the Hall 
High district may be assigned 
to classes in our school.” 

Leaders of the group said 
copies of the resolution would 
be mailed to Gov. Faubus and 
to federal officials. 

David Johnson, a_ student 
council leader who helped ar- 
range the meeting, said he 
thought the resolution con- 
veyed the feeling of most Hall 
High students. 

“Nobody has asked the ‘stu- 
dents -how they feel so we're 
telling them,” he said. 

Chris Barrier, another stu- 
dent council member, sai@ he 
was sure ‘most of the students 
who attended the. meeting did 
not favor integration, “but we 
have beeti advised that this is 
the only way the school can be 
opened legally.” 

-Spokesmen for the group 
said they had conferred with 
eight attorneys and were ad- 
vised no legal recourse was 
available.

Arrival of Ships. 

The Nationalist defense min- 
istry did not say how many 
cargo ships reached Quemoy 
today or how much cargo they 
discharged. 

The Communist shore bat- 
teries on the mainland nearby 
poured in 1034 shells while the 
ships were at.the beach. The 
Nationalists. said the ships 
withdrew safely, however. 

Earlier the Nationalists 
claimed a naval victory over 
Communist torpedo boats. Two 
Nationalist gunboats tangled 
with three Communist PT boats 
shortly before midnight, the 
Defense Ministry said. It 
claimed one torpedo boat was 
sunk in: the action 35 miles 
south of Quemoy and the other 
two fled. 

One Nationalist gunboat suf- 
fered slight. damage but no 
casualties, the ministry report- 
ed.

U.S. Officials Reported 
Skeptical of Idea, 
Apparently From 


Warsaw — Not Sure 
What It Means.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 
(AP)—Red China was reported 
today to have expressed will- 
ingness to renounce the use of 
force against Formosa for 4 
limited time pending negotia- 
tion for a peaceful settlement, 

Diplomats understood this 
proposition was advanced by 
Red Ambassddor Wang = 
nan in his talks at Warsaw 
week with United States Ant 
bassador Jacob Beam. It was 
put forth as one measure which 
might be adopted in dealing 
with the Formosa crisis. 

The State Department de- 
clined to discuss the report, 
which circulated as a result 
of information given to friend- 
ly governments on the Warsaw 
talks by the State Department. 
There appeared to be no doubt 
that in general the information 
was correct. 

United States officials ap- 
parently were very skeptical 
of the Chinese offer. Appar- 
ently they were not sure what 
the proposition meant or how 
it would apply. They felt that 
a limited Red renounciation of 
force against Formosa would 
permit the threat of a future 
use of force to be in effect a 
Communist revolver on the ne- 
gotiation table. 


Sought for Several Years. 

The United States has nego- 
tiated for several years to get 
the Chinese Reds to agree to 
renounce unconditionally any 
use of force, specifically with 
respect to Formosa. The Pei- 
ping regime has countered with 
an offer to renounce the use 
of force in international affairs 
but it considers Formosa to 
be an internal, domestic ques- 
tion. So a commitment apply- 
ing only to Red relations with 
foreign nations would have no 
application to Formosa. 

In the Warsaw talks vg 
United States has urged. 
cease-fire as the first step te 
ward ending the present c 
United States officials haye 
been saying privately that if 
the Reds would stop the fight- 
ing, particularly against the 
Nationalist island of Quemoy, 
other measures might be taken 
aimed at_demilitarizing Que- 
moy and Matsu. 

The Communist response to 
this has been a demand that 
the Nationalists abandon the 
offshore islands immediately. 
Wang has argued that this 
the way to get a cease- 
Diplomats said the Chinese 
position on this point has been 
totally unyielding. 

Meeting Delayed. 

Postponement of the next 
ambassadorial meeting from 
Sunday to Monday was anh- 
nounced today in Warsaw. The 
announcement said the change 
in date was for administrative 
reasons. 

President Eisenhower is ex- 
pected to reject propmtly and 
firmly Premier Khrushchey's 
tough warning that the United 
States must abandon Formosa 
or face “expulsion” by Commu. 
nist China. 

In a new letter to Mr. Eisen- 
hower yesterday, the Soviet 
Premier spurned a presidential 
bid to use his influence with 
the Chinese Communists to end 
the Far Eastern crisis. 

Khrushchev said Formosa be- 
longs to Red China. If the 
United States does not abandon 
Nationalist China and pull out 
American forces, he said, “no 
other way will be left to Peo- 
ple’s (Red) China except ex- 
pulsion of armed forces hostile 
to it from its own territory.”

In a statement announcing 
its action, the League said:

Lemoine Skinner, a former 
member of the Civil Service 
Commission, spoke at the meet- 
ing in opposition to the pro- 
posal to change the civil ser- 
vice system. 

He asserted that the pro- 
posed change in the make-up 
of the Commission, with one 
member representing labor in- 
terest, another representing 
business interests and the third 
member a licensed, practicing 
attorney, “builds in a danger- 
ous division.” He asserted: 
“The Commission would be 
split down the middle.” 

Another change proposed, 
making the terms of the Com- 
mission members concurrent 
with that of the Mayor, “would 
make political domination by 
a mayor possible,” Skinner 
said.’ At present, terms of 
Commission members are stag- 
gered. 

The proposed amendment 
also would place emphasis on 
seniority, which Skinner said 
might have a detrimental effect 
upon encouraging able young 
people to enter the city’s em- 
ploy. Proposed premium pay 
for extended length of service 
would mean discrimination 
against younger employes with 
outstanding cbility, he said. 

Fire Department Proposal. 

The proposed change in op- 
eration of the Fire Department 
was opposed by the League 
because it would fix working 
hours and conditions in the 
charter. The League asserted 
that hours and working condi- 
tions should be formulated by 
ordinance to avoid inflexibility. 

Mrs. Edward G. Brungard, 
director of Public Welfare, 
told the meeting that, in her 
opinion, the proposed charter 
amendments affecting the de- 
partment would “offer effi- 
ciency and ultimate economy.” 
She pointed out the depart- 
ment now is unwieldly, having 
52 per cent of the total number 
of city employes and about half 
the total city budget. 

The charter changes, Propo- 
sitions 1 through 6, affecting 
the department would split it 
into separate departments of 
Public Welfare; Parks, Recrea- 
tion and Forestry, and a De- 
partment of Health and Hos- 
pitals. These changes have 
been approved by Mayor Ray- 
mond R. Tucker.

Compulsion to Church 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As an Annapolis clergyman, 
necessarily involved in the regu- 
lation, I have pondered for some 
time the policy of compulsory 
church attendance for midship- 
men at the U.S. Naval Academy. 
The conclusion which I cannot es- 
cape is that the policy violates 
the privacy and freedom of indi- 
vidual religious belief. 


Inner religious commitment 
cannot, outer religious commit- 
ment ought not, be compelled. A 
man should be free not to believe 
in God if he so chooses, to believe 
in God but not to participate in 
organized religion, or to partic- 
ipate in religion but only when 
the occasion suits him. 


I am not, I hope, insenstive to 
the considerations which have led 
the Academy to maintain the 
practice for so long.

Billboards and Missouri 


Federal Highway Administrator Bertram 
Tallamy has completed standards for regulat- 
ing billboards on new interstate highways. 
But the question as to whether billboafds ‘will 
actually be regulated “to promote the safety, 
convenience and enjoyment of public travel,” 
as Congress put it, is up to the states. 

Will the State of Missouri control advertis- 

ing on the new superhighways? Or will the 
taxpayers who foot the bill have to watch 
helplessly while their roads are turned into 
billboard alleys and their scenery blighted? 
' Missouri could make money by adhering to 
the federal standards. A state that does so 
will receive as an extra bonus .5 of one per 
cent of its federal interstate road allotments. 

Missourians also could enjoy traveling 
along routes free of billboard blight a third 
of a mile wide. The federal standards apply 
to advertising within 660 feet of the edge of 
the broad highway right of way. 

These standards, as projected by Mr. Talla- 
my, are not drastic or prohibitory. They per- 
mit directional and official signs and histori- 
cal markers. They permit signs advertising 
sale or lease of property on the property. 
They also permit the usual type of commer- 
cial billboards—regulated as to size and posi- 
tion. Boards with blinking or glaring lights 
would be prohibited. 

Commercial advertisements generally would 
be permitted in “informational sites.” These 
sites would hold up to 27 announcements no 
more than 13 feet high or 25 feet wide, placed 
so motorists would have to stop safely off the 
road to read them. Such signs could adver- 
tise businesses and services within 12 airline 
miles of their location. ; 

Where there were no informational sites, 
commercial billboards would be permitted 
near the roadways in limited numbers. None 
would be allowed close to entrances or exits, 
six would be permitted within two to five 
miles of such interchanges and beyond that 
there could be an average of one billboard 
per mile. | 

These are reasonable standards. They also 
are minimum standards. States could go fur- 
ther. Like Maryland, Missouri could, if it 
wished, bar all commercial billboards along 
limited-access highways. 

But at this moment the question is not 
whether Missouri will go further, but wheth- 
er it will go as far as federal standards recom- 
mend. That issue is up to Gov. Blair and 
the Highway Commission first of all. 

Undoubtedly the state leaders will hear 
vociferous objections from outdoor advertis- 
ing interests, Who will speak for the motor- 
ing taxpayers whorare creating the new roads ; 
and the advertising privileges along them? 
Theirs is the public interest... The Governor 
and Highway Commissioners ought to speak 
for them. 


Malik in the Chair 


Dr. Charles Malik of Lebanon is the new 
president of the U.N. General Assembly. He 
was elected the other day—somewhat surpris- 
ingly—by the comfortable vote of 45 to 31 
over Mohammed Ahmed Mahgoub of the Su- 
dan, the candidate of the Arab League and 
the Communist bloc. 

It had been all but settled a year ago that 
Dr. Malik» should haye the position since at 
that time°he stepped Bide in favor of New 
Zealand’s Sir Leslie Munro. But in the in- 
terval. Col. Nasser’s Arab Republic had turned 
against Lebanon, and Mr. Malik’s chances 
were discounted rather heavily. 

Thus his election is more than ever a trib- 
ute to his personal contributions to the U.N. 
Especially in contrast with the record of the 
other Malik, the Russian one, these have been 
distinguished. The only blemish is Dr. Malik’s 
uncompromising attitude toward Israel. Here 
he sought to reflect Arab sentiment, and yet 
he failed to please the Arabs. 

It is possible that during his year in the 
chair, Lebanon’s troubles with the Nasser 
republic may deepen. The man who once 
taught philosophy at Harvard promised to 
meet such a situation philosophically. As 
president of the Assembly, he promised to 
put the U.N. and the world ahead of any sec- 
tion or region. 

That, ef course, is the way every section 
and region can best serve its own interests.

Congress left tively little time between 
its latésummer ment and the opening 
of the et organizing the various 
ns"c the $887,000,000 aid-to- 
n. But at his first press 
conference last week, Arthur S. Flemming, the 
new Secretary. of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare, promised-that little more time would be 
lost in making funds available. 

Thousands of college students will be. able 
to get low-cost loans this year, he indicates. 
To do so, their schools must establish loan 
funds—which most schools, of course, already 
have. These funds must put up one tenth 
of every loan while the Government supplies 
the other nine fenths. Students who need 
help may borrow $1000 a year for as long 
as five years. Interest will be charged at 3 
per cent on the unpaid balance. One half of 
the loan will be cancelled for those who go 
into teaching, plus 10 per cent for each year 
of such service. 

Also relatively easy to set up are the na- 


tional fellowships for graduate study which" 


are to pay $2000 for the first year, $2200 for 
the second, and $2400 for the third, plus $400 
a year for each dependent. The Government 
also will pay $2500 a year for each fellow to 
his school since it is acknowledged that the 
student’s fees generally cover less than half 
of the cost of his training. There will be 
1000 fellowships available this year. 

The setting up of special institutes in lan- 
guage training may be somewhat slower. Al- 
though Congress voted $8,000,000 a year for 
this purpose, the interested schools must pay 
half the cost. They can, however, share in 


$7,250,000 voted for the support of such insti-. 


tutes which train language teachers for the 
grades and the high schools. Also somewhat 
slower may be the programs under which the 
Government offers matching funds to the 
states for the improvement of science teach- 
ing facilities, and the help offered for testing 
and guiding procedures and for experiments 
with new teaching devices such as films, tele- 
vision and radio. 

Congress showed good judgment in making 
so much of the money available for the train- 
ing of needed teachers and scientists. With- 
out teachers, other educational programs can- 
not be carried on to the best advantage. So

A Good Time to Stop 

Moscow Radio’s warning that the Soviet 
Union will be compelled to resume its nuclear 
bomb tests unless the United States and Great 
Britain discontinue theirs is simply testimony 
to the viciousness of the vicious circle.

Since the three nations do not conduct their 
tests simultaneously, it will hardly be possi- 
ble ever to select a time for cessation of tests 
by all three without calling off a series of 
blasts in progress or impending in the plans 
of at least one of them.

Eventually, Why Not Now? 


Although Sherman Adams has returned to 
his desk at the White House after his Cana- 
dian vacation, his stay in office is now of lim- 
ited duration. That is the import of a Wash- 
ington news dispatch stating that high Admin- 
istration officials have conferred on a White 
House staff reorganization to follow Mr. Ad- 
ams’s resignation. The same dispatch says 
the Président at Newport has reached “a defi- 
nite decision that Adams must leave office.” 

This step is one which President Eisen- 
hower clearly is most reluctant to take. For 
he must not only give up the services of a 
confidential helper on whom he has relied for 
more than five years. The President will have 
to go back on his own announcement that he 
would keep Mr. Adams, despite Goldfine. im- 
prudenceés, because he needed him. 

Since ‘the rout of a Goldfine Senator in 
Republican Maine, the President’s needs must 


be weighed in the balance with those of the 


Republican nominees for Congress. The sen- 
ior of thém all, Representative Daniel A. Reed 
of New York, who will have served 40 years 
at the end of his present. term, speaks for 
many others when he says that Sherman Ad- 
ams should quit for his own good, the good 
of the President and that of the party. 

The big question is: Why does the Presi- 
dent delay doing something which will only 
become the more urgent the nearer it comes 
to election day? White House appeals to elect 
a Republican Congress will be meaningless as 
long as the Sherman Adams weight drags 
down the candidacies of the Republican 
nominees.

Little Rock Central High School’s football 
team is back in action. Earlier this week the 
school board had logically shut down football 
and all other extracurricular activities when 
Gov. Faubus ordered four high schools.closed 
to prevent integration. This made the Gov- 
ernor angry. Football, he intimated, was not 
included in his closure order. Moreover, Cen- 
tral had an undefeated team. So the school 
board caved in to the kind of reasoning which 
holds that football is more important than 
public education. This is the same kind of 
reasoning that holds that no education is bet- 
ter than integrated education.

Right When Airports Are Needed 


pes aq Eisenhower's pocket veto of the 
bill calling for a four-year extension of fed- 
eral aid for airport construction comes right 
when such a program is most urgently needed. 
Within a few weeks the first jet airliners are 
going to be put into operation, yet there are 
only three cities in the nation with fields 
fully capable of handling these new giants of 
the air. 
The bill would have increased federal aid 
to. airports from the current $63,000,000 a 
* year 6 '$100,000,000° and continued: it until 
the middie of 1962. In his veto message, the 
President said the time has come for the 
Federal Government to pull out of the city 
and state airport development program on 
which it has spent more than a billion dollars. 
He added that at the next session of Con- 
gress the Administration will recommend a 
transitional program to provide for aid on 
urgent airport projects that are essential. 
Why a transitional program? The ease with 


which House and Senate passed the bill: 


proved that the majority of Congress wants 
the program not only continued but enlarged. 

The airport program has. been carefully 
watched and there have been no. reports of 
waste. Could there be any possible doubt 
that the money was spent to excellent ad- 
vantage? Airports, are a contribution to na- 
tional defense as well as to commerce and

Missouri’s Freshwater Sickness 


Stream Pollution From Sewage, Industrial Wastes, Can Ruin Our Rivers 


Bill Towell, Director, 
Missouri Conservation Commission, 
in the Missouri Conservationist 


Water pollution kills fish and 
other aquatic life, it lowers the fish 
supporting capacity of water for 
more desirable fish species and ren- 
ders water unfit for recreation. 
These effects and their severity de- 
pend upon the kind and extent of 
the pollution. All occur in Missouri 
every year. 


The Conservation Commission con- 
ducted a state-wide survey of pollu- 
tion in 1949. It 
showed that over 
900 miles of 


The Mirror streams in 69 
counties and the 

of City of St. Louis 
were polluted, 


Public Opinion nq by mid-1957 
. these values had 

increased to more 
than 1200 miles of stream in 74, or 
roughly two thirds, of Missouri's 
114 counties and the City of St. 
Louis. This represents an increase 
of 300 miles of polluted streams in 
eight years. 


Pollution is caused by many sub- 
stances which vary in their effect 
upon fish and other aquatic life. 
Some pollutants which are lethal to 
fish directly include industrial chem- 
icals, acid mine wastes, lead, zinc, 
iron, brine, insecticides, lime, plat- 
ing liquor, and water treatment com- 
pounds. 


Others remove dissolved oxygen 
from water. These include sewage, 
dairy, corn .products, canning, and 
meat packing wastes. Some of those 
listed have both of these properties 
and still others impart off-flavors to 
water and fish. 

Other kinds of pollutants blanket 
the bottom of streams, ruining them 
as spawning and feeding grounds for 
fish. These include sedi 


ores and gravel, oil, sawdust, gla 


sulting from washing barite, jron .. 
ss 


fiber, coal washings, wood fiber and 
varnish. 


The extent of some pollutants is 
more widespread than others, and 
the effect differs with the type and 
volume of the pollutant. Thirteen 
streams in 16 counties and the City 
of St. Louis are affected by indus- 
trial chemical wastes. A serious ef- 
fect of this type of pollution is the 
foreign flavor imparted to fish. Al- 
though fish are not always killed, 
this condition renders them unfit 
for use. : 

The commercial fishery in the 
Mississippi river from St. Louis to 
Cape Girardeau has been practically 
ruined by industrial wastes which 
enter the river in the Bi-State area 
surrounding St. Louis, and their ef- 
fect has been reported downstream 
for at least 300 miles. 

Forty streams in nine counties are 
contaminated by coal mine waste. 
Acid water formed in coal mines 
probably kills more fish and aquatic 
life than any other single pollutant. 

Thirty-eight streams in 30 counties 
and the City of St. Louis are affected 
by raw or poorly treated sewage. It 
affects fish in several ways, most im- 
portantly by using up the dissolved 
oxygen in the water. None but the 
most tolerant fish can live in such 
water and these fish are not the 
kinds preferred by the angler. Sew- 
age also contributes to fish disease, 
and the sludge is ruinous to spawn- 
ing grounds and to fish foods used 
by the kinds of fish which occur in 
clean water.

But then they 
had to move the fleet right 
back in again.” 

Truman said the Republicans 
had criticized his Administra- 
tion for budget deficits but 
now face a probable deficit of 
more than 12 billion dollars 
themselves. At the some time. 
he added, their fiscal policies 
have increased both unemploy- 
ment and inflation, a situation 
he never heard of before. 

“Budgetary geniuses,” he 
scoffed. “Beat that one if you 
can.”

High Japanese government | 
circles expressed fear that the 
United States was being 
“sucked into war at the wrong 
time and in the wrong place.” 


The Japanese were alarmed |- 


specifically by the Red charge 
that the United States is using 
its Japanese bases for “aggres- 
sive purposes,” and the implied 
threat that they may be in dan- 
ger of attack. 

One government leader, re- 
calling that 50 United States 
submarines were able to block- 
ade Japan. in World War II. 
said the island nation would 
not stand a chance against the 
300 to 500 submarines the Rus- 
sians are said to have available 
for action in the Pacific. 

Other Japanese expressed 
fear of nuclear attack, either 
by plane or by missile, 

No such misgivings were ex- 
pressed, however, in the Philip- 
pines—another target of the 
Red propaganda attack. 

“The Communists alternate 
belligerent threats with offers 
of peace . ." said Senator 
Emanuel Pelaéz, chairman of 
the defense committee of the 
Philippine upper house.

SAYS U.S, CAN'T AFFORD 
WEAKNESS IN EDUCATION 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 
(AP)—America cannot afford 
to tolerate a single weakness 
in its educational system, Com- 
missioner of Education Law- 
rence G. Derthick said last 
night. 

Recalling that he returned 
recently from a month-long 
tour of Russian schools, Der- 
thick said he could testify that 
the Soviets are in an intensive 
race for knowledge, that they 
have staked their future on 
their kind of education, and 
that their chosen rival is 
America. 

“It is imperative that we, in 
America, stake our future on 
our kind of education,” Der- 
thick told a meeting of chief 
state and territorial school of- 
ficers. “And as we do, we 
cannot afford to tolerate a 
single weakness in our educa- 
tional system.” 

Derthick described the na- 
tional defense education act, 
which the school officers came 
to Washington to study, as a 
historic piece of legislation. 
He said its enactment encour- 
aged him to believe the people 
“are coming to the realization 
that education is the key to our 
future.” “He referred to the 
$887,000,000 aid to education 
bill approved by President Eis- 
enhower on Sept. 2. 


RIG TO CONTROL WETTING 
IN BED ELECTROCUTES BOY 


FORT MILL, §.C., Sept. 20 
(AP) — A 6-year-old boy was 
electrocuted in his bed yester- 
day by an electrical device his 
father had rigged up to control 
bed wetting. York County Cor- 
oner A. Y. Leslie Jr. said the 
father, W. J. Keener, found 
the badly burned body of the 
youngster, James Lester Keen- 
er, in the bed. A younger sis- 
ter sleeping in the bed was 
uninjured. 

Leslie said the father had 
strung three hair-thin wires 
across both ends of the bed 
and across the middle of the 
bed, and attached them to a 
regular 110-volt wall socket. 

The coroner theorized that 
the sister, Betty Jean, wet the 
bed, causing a minor shock 
to the boy who rolled over, 
turned back the sheet over 
which the wires were strung, 
and made contact with a live 
wire and one that was ground- 
ed. Leslie quoted the father 
as saying the device had been 
used on the bed before. 

Leslie said it was similar 
to devices which are sold on 
the market but which use low 
voltage and transformers. The 
coroner said no charge was 
placed against Keener.

A. about 300 kinds of turtles 
are known in the world in gen-

SEVERAL good questions 
appear in a letter from Robert 
Cochrane, who lives on a farm 
in Ontario. Today I shall an- 
swer three of them. 

Q. Do turtles lay their eggs 
on top of the ground or under 
the ground? 


A, The old turtle custom is 
to lay eggs in shallow pits. A 
pit may be prepared on the 
side of a hill, on the grassy 
bank of a stream or on a beach. 


The digging of the shallow 
pits is done by scraping away 
the dirt or sand with the hind 
legs. Often it takes from two to 
five hours to perform the work, 
but there are turtles which fin- |; 
ish the job in half an hour. Bea 
turtles spend most of their 
time in the water, but they go 
ashore to lay their eggs. 

Some- turtles lay only a few 
eggs, from three to eight, 
Others, especially the larger 
ones, lay from 100 to 150 eggs. 

After the female lays her 
eggs, she covers them with sand 
or soil. This may be done so 
cleverly that a passerby fails 


hatches the eggs. 

Q. When do turtles lay their 
eggs and how long does it take 
them to hatch? 

A. In the North Temperate 
Zone, turtles lay their eggs be- 
tween April and August. When 
the eggs hatch just before the 
start of cold weather, the baby 
turtles often stay in their nests 
until spring. en they come 
forth with a hearty appetite. 

Eggs of various kinds of 
turtles differ in the time need- 
ed to hatch. Usually the hatch- 
ing takes from two to three 
months. Eggs of slider turtles 
hatch in 10 weeks.
